I am| Corpora) Alexis J, Mott, ASI 15061723, | ly permanent home address 
is 1517 Union Street, Lafayette, Indiane, I om 42 years of age and I finish- 
ed high school, I enlisted in the U, S, Army in February 1941 and I was sent 
overseas in Avril 1941 and was returned from overseas on 10 October 1945, | I 
was captured at Corresidor on Nay 6, 1942 and was taken to Camp I Cabanatuan 
and was moved to Camp D I, Yo!:ohama, Javan arviving there in Iovember of 1942 
and renoining until Nay 15, 1945,]and ws thon transferred to Kosaka there I™ 
remained until liberated in CampTio, &, 


forced to stork in the shipvards. "Je worked on all different types of vessels 
that vere being built at this shipyard and anong the vessels built there were 
naval. cruisers and aircraft carriers and aircraft tenders. ‘Ye also repaired 
all kinds of Japanese naval vessels excent battleships, During the time I 
was at this camp tre were subjected to bombing on several occasions, The only 
shelter provided for us was oven ditches hich vere in the shinyards wut about 
1/4 milos from where most of us ~ero working, However, the Japs never let us 
quit work and go to the shelters when the air raid alarm was sounded ‘wt made 
us wait until the planes tere overhead and of covrse tie were by that time in 
dangor of being hit by bombs. If the raid lastec for several minutes we vould 
eventually got to the ditches provided for shelter. | Ilo American prisoners of — 
war tore injured or killed while I tas at Cann D I, Yokohama, 


Lt, Vanbuskirk, United States avy Officer vas the highest ranking 
Amorican officer in the camp and he ms full !movlodge of the conditions here, 


A Jap civilian intervretcr named Okomoto scomcd to run the camp although 
he vas not camp commander, I bolicve he tas nartlv responsible for conditions 
at tho camp, 


The above statement eontains all the information I have in regard to the 
above incidents.
